badges, oꝛ other token, contrary to the ſtatutes and lawes of this Uealme therekoꝛe pꝛouided, the ſame Hal not haue 
any manner of fauour oꝛ grace of her Maieſtie, foꝛ anyſuche offence committed agapnſt the ſapde laweg, befoꝛe noꝛ actor 
the ſame. xx. dap. And contrarpwyſe, whoſocuer ſhal vpon this admonition foꝛbeare to offende herein, from and actor 
the ſayde. xx. day ol febꝛuarie next. ſhal not be in any wpſe impeached at her Maieſties ſuite,no2 ſhal ſozfeite any thing 
to her Maieſtie fo2 the ſame: And ſo her Maieſties pleaſure is.that al her iuſtices and officers,befoze whom any ſuite is, 
oꝛ ſhalbe commenced koꝛ any offence committed, oꝛ to be committed, befoze the larde. xx. ol Febꝛuarie, to haue regarde to 
this her Maieſties gratious diſpenſation. And koꝛ the better execution of the lawes and ſtatutes remaynyng in koꝛce 
agaynſt any ſuche vnlefulreteynozs, her Maieſtie chargeth al manner her iuſtices and efficers, to whom the execution 
of the ſame is pꝛelcribed, to cauſe inquiſition oz examination. accoꝛdyng to the ſapde lawes, to be made in al places of the 
Ucaline, immediatlp, oz as ſcone as conuentently they may,after the ſayde, xx. day of Febꝛuarie: And that al iuſtices of 
aſliſe,and gaole deliueries, af wel in to wnes coꝛpoꝛate, and Franchiſes, as in any Counties, ſhal at they? next ſellions 
haue due regarde by good examination and trial, that no perſon be impanelled in any iurie befoze them that is vnlefulle 
reteyned, without due refoꝛmation and puniſhing of the ſame,foz the better example thereof, in theyꝛ open ſeſſions. Ind 
further they ſhal cauſe a ſuffictent ne we iurie to be charged aparte at the ſame ſeſſions, diligentlx foꝛ tuat only purpole, 

to enquire ofthe popntes and articles of al the ſtatutes beyng in koꝛce, and ſpecially ol the ſtatute made the thirde peere 
of her Maieſlies noble graundekather Ayng Henry the ſeuenth, agapnſt vnlekul reteynozs, and geue alſo ſome oꝛder. 
that (as the trueth may be therein vnderſtande) ſome good euidence may be geuen tothe ſayde iurie in that behalfe, Ind 
that al other thynges, by the care of the ſayde iullices, may be done both at theyꝛ next ſellions, and at al other thepꝛ ſelſi⸗ 
ons folowpng: whereby the inconueniences aboue me ntioned, map be the moꝛe ſpeedily refourmed, and the la wes heres 
alter in this behalte better hept. And to the intent her Maieſtie may be the better ſattſfied in her earneſt deſpꝛe, to ſee the 
effect of her deſpꝛe in this behalfe, her Maieſtie willeth, that her ſapde iuſtices of alliſe, ſhal after they: next ſeſſions, at 
Come conuenient tyme,mae repozt to her Maieſtie, of theyꝛ dopnges, and of theyꝛ opinions, keꝛ the better execution 
hereof, as cauſe ſhal require. And further, her Maieſtie chargeth all manner of perſons, that haue anyſeruauntes vn⸗ 
lefully reteyned, byliueries. badges, oz by any other compact, who ſhalrequire to be diſcharged, koꝛ any offence puniſh: 
able, befoze the ſapde.rr.day of Febꝛuarie: that they ſhal befoze the ſapde.xr.day diſcharge theyꝛ ſapde ſeruauntes ſo vnle⸗ 
fully reteined, of theyꝛ ſeruiceg, in reſpect ofthe daunger of the lawes: And therupon the ſaydſeruants ſbal accept the ſaid 
dilcharge, and ſhal cealle to weare the badges, oꝛ other tokens whereby they were accuſtomed to be reteyned. vpon payne 
that pk the ſapde ſeruauntes ſbal continue to be reteyned vnleſully, in the ſayde ſeruice, oꝛ in wearyng ofthe ſame bad⸗ 
geg, oꝛ tokens, after the ſapde. rr, of Febꝛuarie, they ſþal not be any wyſe fozbozne from punichment foz they detaultes

ally and perticulcriy, foꝛ better infomation, and toaueyde ignoꝛaunce, to geue warnyng hercofto al perſons haupng 
any ſuche offices, and to al other beyngher Farmours oꝛ tenauntes, whom the ſapde ſtatute may toucye, that they alſo 
do ſpeedilp refourme them lelues in the offences therein perticu'crly ſpecified, befoze the ſapd xx. ot Febꝛuarie, vpon paine 
| that pt they ſhall not ſo doo Her Maicſtie allureth them, that ſhe wyl not in any wyſe remit the ſayde penalties and foz- 
fextures, which by execution of the lapde ſtatutes. and other herlawes,map duelp andiuſtly growe to her koꝛ the offences 
that are oꝛ ſhalbe committed befoze the ſapde.rr.dap of Febꝛuarie, agaynſt the ſapde lawes and ſtatutes.
